Said
honds wete issued to the following persons: One of forty-eight
dollars to H. B. Townley; one of one hundred and forty-six dol~
lars, and another of one hundred and fifiy dollars to George Ben-
nett; andone for one hurtdred dollars, and afother [for] one hun-
dred and four dollars; and another for six hundred and eighty-
three dollars thirty-six cents, to D. H, Richards: Provided, That
before the Auditorof the Territory shall issue any warrant for
the payment of the interest on any bond, it shall be his duty to
examine the records of the Secretary’s and Treasurer’s office, for
the purpose of ascertaining if said interest has not before' been
paid; and shall also require the applicant of such interest fo fila
an affidavit in his office, that the interest on such bond or bonds is
justly and honestly due, and that no part thercof hasbeen paid.—
This provision shall apply to all appropriations made or to be made
. forthe payment of interest on bonds during the present session
of the Legislative Assembly.
